United States railroad labor board 
today. 


In a decision handed down by the 


board on 
a 
petition 
filed by the 
Pennsylvania system, it 
was 
de­ 


clared the railroad must deal 
with 
labor unions as organization. 
The Pennsylvania, in its 
petition, 
“insisted” that 
it 
he 
granted the 
right to deal directly with its em­ 
ployees instead of with outside la­ 
bor representatives. 


The road was 
handed 
a sharp 
rebuke by the board which charged 
that 
a “ campaign 
of 
m is-state­ 
ments had been waged” against 
the 
judicial body. 
In labor circles, the deeison was 
viewed as a partial victory for o r­ 
ganized labor and as a blow against 
the ‘‘open shop”, 


If the Pennsylvania had been u p ­ 
held in its contention, union repre­ 
sentatives said, it would have meant 
that unions 
in 
the 
shop of that

states whatsoever. 


The board declared th at 
organ­ 
ized labor represented the majority 
of railroad employees and cited the

in his opinion it ties 
the

States into the Versailles treaty. 
Borah is expected to sta rt 
his 
fight shortly after President H ard ­

treaty 
to 
the 
Senate which probably will he with­ 
in a few days. 
If the United States exercises in 
the slightest degree the 
rights 
it 
thus claims, it must take p a rt in 
administering and enforcing the re­ 
parations 
settlement, Borah holds. 
To do this it must officially assume 
membership on the reparations com­ 
mission. This Boral! feels means that 
the I nited States will take member­ 
ship in a super government which is 
imposing its m andates upon 
Her­ 
nia ny. 
The economic clauses involve sim­ 
ilar interference, if the new treaty is 
to he carried out, Borah believes. In ­ 
evitably he holds the United States 
will he called on to sanction scttle- 
jmerits and decisions of doubtful ju s ­ 
tice.

CONDITIONS TONIGHT 


Roscoe Arbucke’s Guests Will Tell 
Their Story of Labor Day Party 


to Grand Jury Tonight 


NO LIQUOR THERE, ACTOR SAYS 


Indianapolis, Sept. 20.— President 
John L. Lewis of the United 
Mine 
W orkers today administered a sting­ 
ing slap to radicalism within 
tile 
ranks of organized labor in his key­ 
note address to the miners conven­ 
tion. He struck particularly at the 
“left wing” of his organization. 
Lewis called upon the convention 
to rebuke Alexander Howat, 
F ran k 
Farrington 
and Robert H. Harlin, 
district leaders of K ansas, Illinois 
and 
Washington 
respectively 
for 
their official acts which he said vio­ 
lated the union laws. 
Other recommendations made 
to 
the convention by Lewis were: 
Absolute unity of action in fight­ 
ing the wage reductions 
which the 
mine 
operators propose to force at 
their wage scale 
conference 
next 
March. 
Relinquishment of the recent de­ 
mands 
for 
nationalization 
of the 
mines.' 
Vigorous prosecution 
of the fight 
for unionization of the West Virginia 
mine w ar area. 
Institution of legal proceedings to 
test the constitutionality 
of 
the 
Kansas industrial court law. 
“While other powerful trade un ­ 
ion 
organizations have been com­ 
pelled to accomodate themselves to 
the pressure of economic conditions 
our union has unflinchingly held its 
hies of battle and our forces 
are 
everywhere intact,” Lewis said. “We 
have refused to retreat and despite 
the drum tire of 
adverse 
criticism 
levelled at our union, no wage re ­ 
ductions have been taken and it is 
bur high purpose to continue 
this 
policy.” 
The union chief 
counselled the 
2,500 delegates to carry out 
their 
contracts with the operators in ev­ 
ery detail but in driving his point for 
a determined stand against the wage 
cut, he pointed out the unemploy­ 
ment in the coal industry and said 
it is “unreasonable to believe 
th at 
to further reduce their wages would 
be an action predicated upon equity 
or wise policy.”

reason that a ready response 
has 
always been found in Rush county to 
such an appeal. The W oman’s Coun- 
acil, however, is not in a position to 
support that number each year un ­ 
less more funds are forthcoming for 
the purpose. 
Dr. Stygall had the assistance of 
Miss Fort, Rushville visiting nurse, 
and three nurses from the Dr. Sex­ 
ton hospital.

The strikers declare they will no; 
permit aliV outside workers to enter 
the oil district until the employers 
meet their demands. 
Eight thousands men are on strike, 
of whom 450 are members of the 
Law and Order committee and about 
eight thousand are still at work for 
companies not affected by the strike. 
Strike sentries halt all automobiles 
at the dead line on the edge of the 
oil fields and refuse admittance to 
them, if the passengers don’t pass 
minter.
